To Be Opened Monday; 
Fire Chief Urges Care 


Local

Gives List Of Ways

Residents of Gettysburg and Adams 
county are being urged by president- 
in a proclamation to observe the week 
beginning, Sunday, October 0, as Fire 
Prevention Ween. 
The week is be­ 
ing observed nationally in the week 
of the anniversary of the great Chi­ 
cago fire in 1871. 
The results of 
Fire 
Prevention 
Week were particularly 
gratifying 
for in 80 cities of more than 20,f>00 
population no fire loss was sustain­ 
ed during the w'eek and in many oth­ 
ers the destruction by fire was con­ 
siderably less than their weekly aver­ 
age for the year. 
James B. Aumen, chief of the Get­ 
tysburg fire company, has issued the 
following preventative measures to 
guard against fire damage not only* in 
the coming week but throughout the 
year: 
Clean Up First 
"Begin Fire Prevention Week by 
cleaning out and disposing of all use­ 
less material and rubbish. 
, 
"Be sure to have the chimneys of 
your home cleaned, also the 
flues 
and pipes. 
There may be an accum- , 
mutation of soot that will cause a 
fire or prevent the 
furnace 
from 
working properly. 
The cleaning of 
chimneys, flues and pipes have a two­ 
fold benefit—Hficiency lof the beat 
plant and removal of a great 
fire 
hazard. 
"Do not overload electric wires by 
doing your own electrical work. An , 
experienced electrician should be em­ 
ployed, it will be cheaper in the end. 
Be sure that you are using the proper 
fuses on 
your 
electrical current*. 
Fuses are the same in electricity as 
a safety valve to a steam boiler. 
"Bi* particular about the handling 
of matches and smoking materials. 
There is no harm if handled prop­ 
erly, but 
bear 
in mind that ninety 
per cent of fires come from careless­ 
ness. 
"See to it that electric devices and ' 
matches are kent out of the reach of 
children. 
Examine Radio Wire 
"Keep your radio wires heavily in­ 
sulated. 
Insulation w’ears off and it 
is necessary 
to 
inspect wires fre­ 
quently. 
Be sure to have 
a good 
safety ground and lightning arrector. ; 
Turn off all current from electrical j 
devices w’hen leaving them if only for 
a few moments. 
“When clean:ng fabrics of whatever 
sort, use a safety compound, gasoline 
and other volatile linuids are very 
dangerous, and have caused the death 
of hundreds during the present year. 
"If you discover a gas leak in your I 
home or elsewhere, do not use other i 
than an eelctric flash light to hunt 
it. 
Soap suds applied on the pines 
will help you to find the leaks. Use 
a p ere of soan if possible to stop the j 
leak temporarily until the gas repair 
man can make a permanent repair. 
j 
"All walls, ceilings, partitions, etc. ; 
should be protected where a stove, 
stove heating apparatus are in opera­ 
tion. 
Open fire 
placer 
should be , 
screened at all times. 
Hundreds of 
babies have burned to death or died 
from the effect of burns 
received j 
from unscreened fire places. All gas 
lights should be turned off tightly 
when not in use. 
"Remember—An ounce of preven­ 
tion is worth a ton of cure."

Special a t­ 
tention should be devoted to the 
prevention of fires in rural dis­ 
tricts and in our forests. 
Be­ 
cause of their limited protective 
facilities they are often at the

I recommend to all of 
our citizens that they lay parti­ 
cular emphasis upon the elimina­ 
tion of fire hazards in their homes 
and places of business and I urge 
that state and local officials take 
steps to discover and remedy any 
defects which may exist in build­ 
ings frequented by the public."

SCALES AT 2528 


Donald Schisler Bas 
12 
Pigs 
Which Are Second Heaviest 
Litter brown in County. 


Donald Schisler, Biglerville R. D., 
fourteen year old vocational 
high 
school boy, raised a litter of Duroc 
Jersey nigs which weighed at ISO 
days 2528 pounds. 
These pigs were 
weighed Friday by R. M. Simons, as­ 
sistant vocational teacher in agri­ 
culture at the Arendtsville Vocation­ 
al school, and R. E. Undrewood, coun­ 
ty farm agent. 
Twelve pigs in the 
litter showed a very uniform weight. 
The individual weights are as follows: 
240. 216, 232, 246, 205, 196. 216, 216, 
191, 158, 196, 216. 
The pigs were fed on a self feeder 
using the 4-3-2 ration of corn oats, 
middlings and tankage and had access 
to an acre of rape pasture and run­ 
ning water. 
With feed costs higher th * year 
Donald Schisler dki not make 
as 
much on his ton litter as the same 
w’eight would have made last year, 
but at the prudent price for pork his 
profit above feed and labor cost for 
the 
six 
month period was $29.03. 
Donald exhibited his litter of Duroc 
pigs at the South Mountain fair in 
September where they drew the at­ 
tention and admiration of many ex­ 
perienced swine growers. 
This is the first Duroc Jersey litter 
to make the goal in Adams county 
and is the second

weighed since the ton litter project 
has been a feature of the swine work 
conducted by the Pennsylvania State 
college.
